WILL YOU HELP? 


Almost every day the Town 
officials receive distress calls 
from some section of the Town 
where householders are out of 
water These complaints usually 
come early in the morning, and 
there is a reason. As citizens ot 
the Town are you willing to lend 
your assistance to overcome 
this and regulate our water 
supply. 

A year ago now the Town 
Council reduced the summer 
rates for lawn watering to $5. 
for the season. This was done 
in the hopes that people would 
quit stealiing the water, and in 
paying for it, give the Town 
a chance to know how many 
would be using the hose, and 
regulate the pumping program 
accordingly. This has not proven 
to be the case. Water is still 
being pilfered. 

Monday night a couple of 
Town officials took a little drive 
around the Town and found 


hoses running in every direction. 
Nine o’clock is the time w’hen all 
lawn watering is supposed to 
cease, and the Town engineer 
had arranged his pressure to 
take care of that. Tuesday morn 
ing the phone commenced ring¬ 
ing and people were informing 
Councilmen in no uncertain 
terms that they had no water. 
Why? People had left the water 
running all night, there were 
about three using it for every¬ 
one that had paid, and when 
Sam Dyson got to the pump 
house there was no water in the 
pressure tank. 

No weitizens, we may as well 
face this situation fairly and 
squally To date 23 |>eople halve 
paid for the privilege of water¬ 
ing lawns. The schedule allows 
three hours in the morning west 
of Broadway and three hours in 
the evening cast of llroadwav 
for such watering. Are YOU liv¬ 
ing up to these regulations, and 
are YOU interested in seeing 
that YOUR NEIGHBOR keeps 
the law in this respect. If you 
break, or il you stand by and 
let your neighbor continually 
break it, we will be out of water 
frequently during the summer, 
especially when lawns get dry 
and need water. The Council as 
a body does all it can to provin 
water for every user in the 
Town. The pressure tank is fill¬ 
et! and pumps set to maintain a 
fair pressure under any ordin¬ 
ary conditions. But, when 23 pay 
and 73 use the water, and part 
of them leave it on all night, a 


situation arises that no human 
ingenuity can overcome, and the 
result is lack of water at the

SCOTIA DESCRIBED: 

HIKING SLOW IN CAPE 
TOWN

Baddock, Cape Breton, N. S. 
After going east for two weeks 
I came to the end of land on the 
eastmost shore of Cape Breton 
Island. As you look east there 
is nothing between you and Lis¬ 
bon or Liverpool—nothing but 
salt water. But there is, let me 
add, a powerful lot of that. 

Qnpe Breton is an island; once 
a province, separate from Nova 
Scotia; once a French military 
base; now an important indust¬ 
rial centre with a large farming 
and fishing population. 1 might 
discourage any young man who 
think of coming here tq( sell mag 
azines or vacuum cleaners, un¬ 
less he speaks Gaelic and French 
as well as English. The Acadian 
French are here a remnant of 
the French colony of the 17th 
century, with a civilization and 
language quite unlike that of 
Quebec. The Highland Scotch 
came later, bringing with them 
oatmeal, scones, bagpipes, Gae¬ 
lic and a love for rugged glens. 
They have been here for many 
years but numbers of them can¬ 
not speak English. Even the loc¬ 
al radio stations have Gaelic pro 
grams. Perhaps you have heard 
the Cotter’s Saturday Night on 
the C.B.C. network, which orig¬ 
inates in Cape Breton. 

Prof. A. B MacDonald and a 
friend were trying to find their 
way on the Island. The friend 
questioned on old Gaelic lady 
but made little headway. Then 
A. B tried. He got the infor¬ 
mation; speaking in Gaelic the 
old lady said, referring to the 
friend, “And did you never learn 
the Gaelic ?”

The Co-Operative Wild Fire: 

Co-opeiiation of various forms, 

' as you know, has been attempt¬ 
ed in all parts of the world. 
Sometimes it has succeeded, else 
where it has failed. One of my 
earliest recollections, as a child 
in Saskatchewan, is of wheat 
growers’ organizations, which 
later grew into the wheat pools 
of the prairies. Later, I can re¬ 
member the growth of co-operat 
ion in Ontario in the 1920’s As 
I promised last week, I will tell 
you something about the co-oper 
atives of Nova Scotia, which 
have attracted so much attent¬ 
ion. Unfortunately, 1 must deal 
briefly with the matter here. 
For those who are interested, 
there are two articles to appear 
shortly in the Farmer Magazine 
on this subject.

it is called, is in northern Nova 
Scotia, where the depression 
was, I should judge, much more 
severe than in Ontario or Quebec 
The college authorities saw 
great suffering about them; in 
addition, they felt that they 
were, as an educational instut- 
ion, serving a privileged class, 
namely these who could afford 
to attend college. 

The beginning came in a vill¬ 
age on the Atlantic Coast. The 
people who fished for a Hiving— 
lobster chiefly became deeply 
indebted to the local lobster 
factory. Their boats, fishing 
tackle, houses, even their clothes 
were mortgaged at 12p.e. inter¬ 
est. As a result they simply 
fished for the factory without 
wages, year in and year out. 
The fishermen began to study 
co-operatives. They finally organ 
ized a co-operative lobster plant 
In the first year they paid for 
the plant and distributed $10,- 
000.00 to themselves. 

But the main object, the vital 
aspect, is not in adding to ones 
income It is the spiritual life 
that is released to a people who 
have caught a vision of a new 
freedom, a freedom primarily 
intellectual and spiritual, second¬ 
arily economic. I have witnessed 
here in Nova Scotia the beginn¬ 
ing of a movement that will 
sweep Canada as it is sweeping 
the United States. It is the de¬ 
parture from relief and pauper¬ 
ism, a poison to this generat¬ 
ion, to an order of self-help and 
intellectual growth, of spiritual 
integrity. The key to the move¬ 
ment is study, organization, 
and as one leader has put it— 
“on finding your lobster.” It is 
spreading like wild-fire; it is 
spreading among the i wo pie that 
matter, the common people they 
are called; the workers, the 
farmers, the fisherman. 

Odds and Ends: 

Today I leave for the south 
of Nova Scotia. This part ol the 
trip will include Halifax, the 
Annapolis Valley, and an Acad¬ 
ian community. 

Northern Noi/a Scotia is char¬ 
acterized by its suitability for 
tourst trade. Much of the land 
is unsuited to industry or agric¬ 
ulture This is the area ol the 
greatest rural depopulation in 
Canada; about COp.c in « r >0 years, 
although my own county of 
Grey is not far behind with *10 
p.c in the same time. Most of 
the families are dependant on 
more than one means of liveli¬ 
hood They may have a farm, do 
some fishing, cut pulpwood in 
winter, while some of the boys 
ma ybe in the mines. 

There are better places to 
hitch-hike than Cape Breton. 
The traffic is light at this time. 
In a month there will l>e more 
American cars on the road than 
Canadian.
